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DECISION IN HAWAII 
The National Legislative Conference, an 
arm of the Council of State Governments, 
will take another look at the three so-called 
‘‘states’ rights” constitutional amendments 
in its Hawaii sessions. 
The amendments thus will have come 
full circle, for they grew out of a report 
prepared by a committee of this confer­ 
ence and submitted last December to the 
General Assembly of States. 
Both the conference and the assembly 
aie bodies composed of state legislators. 
The assembly approved proposals from the 
committee, and subsequently they were sub­ 
mitted to all 50 state legislatures for their 
consideration. 
The suggested amendments, of course, 
are those which would create a Court of 
the Union superior to the Supreme Court 
in some matters, bar the federal courts 
from a role in state legislative reapportion­ 
ment, and simplify the means by which 
states 
can 
initiate 
U.S. 
constitutional 
amendments. 
Only four states have approved the Court 
of the Union idea, but roughly a dozen have 
endorsed the other measures. Two-thirds, 
or 34, are required to compel Congress to 
act and submit the proposals to all the 
states, with 38 approvals needed for rati­ 
fication. 
There is no clear word on what the Na­ 
tional Legislative Conference will do on 
these notions. As a full body it took no 
stand on them last year. 
Considerable opposition to all three pro­ 
posals has developed since various public 
figures have “discovered” what was going 
on. A negative stance by the conference at 
Hawaii presumably would act as a heavy 
brake on the movement for the amend­ 
ments. 
Even without this, definite signs of a 
slowdown in the drive began to appear a 
month or two ago. And it is a long way 
from a dozen states to the needed 34. 
Strategy of the proponents is to win ap 
proval first of the measure which woulc 
ease state action on constitutional amend­ 
ments. That would wipe Congress out of 
the picture in such efforts, and provide sim­ 
ply that when two-thirds of the states pass 
an identical amendment, it is automatically 
submitted for ratification. 
The theory in pushing this is that, if it 
wins, it will be easier thereafter to gain the 
necessary state endorsement of the other 
proposals. All three are currently handi­ 
capped by a cumbersome constitutional 
procedure never successfully applied by the 
states. 
The events in Hawaii may determine 
whether the states’ rights amendments get 
a new boost or a hard brake.

A C anadian doctor checked the records of the 
num ber of babies born in the province of A lberta 
in 1961, a y e a r of nuclear testing, and discovered

And a technician w ith a m ilk com ­ 
pany, a personal friend whose anonym ity I m ust 
respect, tells m e that his organization w as ex­ 
trem ely jum py over w hat got into the stom achs 
of cows from radioactive grass d uring one p a r­ 
ticularly active period of nuclear experim ent. I 
don’t like to th in k of the radioactivity th a t has, 
at times, su rely found its way into o u r ch ild ren ’s 
milk. 
Because these things bother me. I hope th a t 
the U. S. S en ate will act favorably on th e pro­ 
posed test ban treaty w hich A verell H arrim an 
brought back from Moscow. But th e tt'st ban 
should be accepted with open eyes, as som ething 
that stands q u ite by itself, and all ta lk th a t it 
constitutes a “hopeful” first step tow ard signi­ 
ficant disarm am ent should be discounted a t once. 
Indeed, the prospects a re th at ratificatio n of 
the test ban tre a ty will serve, ironically, as a 
prelude to an acceieration of the Cold W ar. The 
Communists, know ing w hat the heady catn ip of 
“peace” propaganda does to produce indecisive­ 
ness in A m erican and B ritish councils, w ill cer­ 
tainly feel m ore confident that th e ir localized 
subversion in underdeveloped countries w ill be 
allowed to proceed w ithout protest from e ith e r 
W ashington or London. W hile w aiting for a sum ­ 
mit conference, th e Com m unists w ill be in a po­ 
sition to m ake hay. 
The first thing to do w hen K hrushchev opens 
his m outh to suggest th a t a test 
ban tre a ty 
should be follow ed up by some so rt of n on-ag­ 
gression pact is to state th e conditions th a t we 
of the W est dem and as prelude to a com p reh en ­ 
sive "peace.” H ere are som e item s th a t should 
be placed high on the agenda as ab so lu tely nec­ 
essary prelim inary Com m unist concessions: 
1. Free elections, under a com bined W est-E ast 
supervision, shall be held in E ast B erlin, E ast 
Germany, Poland. Czechoslovakia, H u n g ary , and 
Rumania. As a condition of the elections, free 
party organization m ust be perm itted on a con­ 
tinuing basis. 
2. K hrushchev m ust w ithdraw both his arm ed 
soldiers and his civilian “ te ch n ic ia n s' from C as­ 
tro’s Cuba, w ith on-site inspection, possibly u n d er 
neutral UN team s, guaranteeing th at th e e m b a rk ­ 
ations of m en, planes and m issiles a re one h u n ­ 
dred per cent com plete. 
3. The B erlin W all m ust be razed, and free 
movement th roughout ea ste rn E urope m u st be 
reinstituted as a humaji right. 
4. The K rem lin shall re tre a t to a n e u tra l po­ 
sition in the stru g g les th a t are going on betw een 
the Addis A baba African sta te s and th e P o rtu ­ 
guese colonies of Angola and M ozam bique, and 
between Indonesia and the m em bers of a M alay­ 
sian union. In so fa r as support of L atin A m erican 
M arxist p arties is concerned, the K rem lin shall 
sign a supplem entary agreem ent to respect the 
Monroe D octrine. 
5. The H u n g arian Freedom F ighters w ho w ere 
carted off to S iberia afte r the suppression of the 
H ungarian R evolution shall he rep a triate d . And 
any other E ast E uropean nationals w ho a re be­ 
ing forcibly d etain ed inside Russia shall be re ­ 
leased. 
Inasm uch as th e K rem lin, like th e irresp o n ­ 
sible K itty of E. E. Cum m ing's poem , alw ays 
ducks the “touch of m ust and shall,” it will be 
m any a blue m oon before any such concessions 
are w ritten into a non-aggression pact. N ev erth e­ 
less. the W est m ust stand firm on a fundam ental 
‘agenda of peace” that would, in effect, resto re 
the balance th a t w as once envisioned in the P o ts­ 
dam agreem ents. 
M eanwhile, th e arm istice in n u clear testin g 
should not be followed by a cutback in U. S.
